The Diarrhea Question. 

Is diarrhoea epidemic? Now, if that is 
so, many of our pet theories are blown to 
the winds; bat when we know for a surety 
that it is an epidemic, we have the remedy 
right at our hand. When Benjamin F. But- 
ler went to New Orleans in war times, he 
found the dreadful yellow fever carrying 
off, not only the native population, but the 
soldier boys as wel). He said: “It must 
be stopped,” and the soldiers were detailed 
with brooms and shovels and disinfectants, 
and sent to clean up that city, and ever 
since that time the people of New Orleans, 
and the world at large, know the cure, or 
r medy, to prevent yellow fever. 

About six years ago [I went to visit a 
poultry plant some five miles fromhere. It 
was the largest plant I had seen, and that 
year they had hatched out eight thousand 
chicks. They were hatched mostly by hens, 
and at one time there were some four hun- 
dred hens sitting. We asked if they didn’t 
have a gond many inquirers after pointers. 
He said yes, and a party was there the day 
before asking what to do for this same 
diarrhea. Here was the answer: ‘* Do you 
suppose if I knew what to do, that I would 
lose three thousand chicks in one season by 
it?” 

I have lost many and many a hundred— 
one year two-thirds of all that were hatched. 
I have tried nearly everything that has 
been recommended, but now all the adver- 
tisements for panaceas or cure-alls, pass by, 

This year I have nearly edcaped, for only 
a very few have had it. The seasons may 
have something to do with it, but I don’t 
think so. 

I fumigated my incubators, I white- 
washed and painted the brooders, I fed dry 
feed, and was not in a hurry about it.

Artificial Incubation. 


Can we speak of a ‘**natural method of 
incubation ’”? when incubators are used? I 
was much interested in Mr. French’s article 
in Farm Poultry for it tells many truths 
that have sometimes been considered 
‘* more true than tellable.”” 

I have been experimenting with a ma- 
chine this spring and summer that seems to 
approach at least the natural method more 
than any with which [am familar. {[ will 
not mention names, as that is not consid- 
ered “ethical” in some quarters. The 
whole bottom of this machine is a big wire 
basket. The eggs rest on one or more 
thicknesses of flannel, which can be re- 
duced to meet the outside temperature, thus 
enabling one to hatch in hot weather with- 
out the fear that there will be overheating, 
or a poor supply of air. When you can put 
your fingers up through the meshes of the 
tray and touch theeggs it cartainly gives 
one the impression that they are hatching 
pretty nearly out of doors. Oneof the es- 
sentials mentioned by Mr. French is “a con- 
tant supply of fresh, absolutely pure air.” 

The excursion of the damper in this ma- 
chine is so great, and the fiaes are so ar- 
ranged that when the animal heat rises and 
the damper lifts off, the surplus heat passes 
out through the exhaust jast in proportion 
as the fresh air is taken in through the 
flannel blanket at the bottom. On no other 
theory can I explain the fact that [am able 
torun this machine above ground during 
the hot days of this summer without having

Curing ** White Plague.” 

A treatment which it is believed offers a 
cure for consumption has been devised by 
Dr. John F. Russell after many years of 
experimenting. So far fifty cures have been 
effected, itis declared. For the last seven 
years Dr. Russell has been working under 
the auspices of the New York Post Gradu- 
ate Hospital. The treatment he has dis- 
i covered is applied entirely to the building 
ih up of the patient’s physiqae,on the strongly 

supported theory that the body can over- 
come the tuberculosis bacilli if only the 
blood is normal. 
The first cures—called by the doctors 
“apparent” cures, on the assumption that 
i relapses may occur—were made in July 
H of 1898. Dr. Russell was then only begin- 
ning with his treatment. Since that time 
| he has continued to perfect it, and the re- 
r| sults that he has attained astound medical 
All men. The hospital authorities have set 
| 
















aside several rooms at their clinic, No, 322 
East Nineteenth street, where Dr. Russell 
treats his patients. He has his patients 
call twice a day. He supplies them with 
his emulsion and other remedies, and re- 
quires that they eat the best of food, that 
they keep their windows open continually, 
and that they do not overexert themselves. 

Few persons have taken his treatment at 

their homes. The doctor has done all 

gratuitously. 

His latest addition to his treatment he 
has just made public in a report. This isa 
liquid made from the juices of vegetables. 
Its use would seem to reduce the time re- 
quired for treatment greatly. ‘Since he 
started using it on Jan. 7 he has made 
eleven “apparent” cures, against thirteen 
in the whole of last year. His report goes 
to June 30. He has fifty patients under 
treatment now, though the clinic is closed 
for repairs. 

The new element of diet seems of peculiar 
value where the lesions in the lungs persist 
after the ravages of the disease have been 
apparently checked and the general health 
of the body restored as attested by increased 
weight. Most of the fresh vegetables in the 
market ente: into the composition of the 
fluid. ln his report Dr. Rassell describes 
the method of its preparation as follows: 

Equal parts by weight of raw vegetables 
are scrubbed with a brush in fresh water, 
then mixed and Chopped until the particles 
are small enough to go into the receiver of a 

grinding machine, where the mass is re- 
duced toapulp. The pulp is collected and 
the juice is squeezed out through coarse 
muslin cloth. 

The vegetables first used were the potato, 
onion, beet, turnip, cabbage and celery. 
Later were added the sweet potato, apple, 
pineapple, carrot, parsnip, and later still 
rhubarb (pie plant), summer squash, to- 
mato, spinach, radishes, string beans and 
green peas with the pods. 

The juice is prepared every day at the 
hospital and is kept on ice. Each patient 
receives two ounces twice a day after meals. 

** 1 am convinced,” the doctor says, ‘* that 
the vegetable fluid is a valuable addition to 
diet, but feel that six months’ observation 
is not a sufficient period of observation to 
justify me in speaking positively of its full 
value. Asan investigator merely, it would 
be more agreeable to wait until the end of 
the year; but 1 do not feet justified in with- 
holding longer an account of its use in these 
experiments, because the results so far are 
so favorable, the numberof persons suffer- 
ing with pulmonary tuberculosis is enor- 
mous and the need for relief is pressing. 

** It has been demonstrated that tood and 
fresh air are the main factors in the cure of 
consumption, but most physicians must fegl 
that much remains to be done toward the 
perfection of diet before we can approach 
the treatment of all patients with full as- 
surance, The problem of weight-gaining 
is being solved. 

“There is no longer difficulty in supplying 
the proper quantity of proteids, carbohy- 
drates and fat; but is there;not something 
additional needed to lift the blood and tis- 
sue to that high estate, perfect health for 
which physiologists have not yet found a 
name, 

**For a number of years I have been 
searching for this unknown something of 
its source of supply, and vegetable juice is 
the final outcome.”’ 

Drs. Thomas W. Bickerton, No. 656 West 
End avenue and Donald M. Barstow, No. 527 
Madison avenue, were appointed by the 
hospital authorities to observe &nd report 
on Dr. Russell’s experiments. 

One of the reasons for acquatfntiag physi- 
cians with the new treatment was the con- 
viction of Dr. Russell that the treatment of 
consumption must be taken up by the gen- 
eral practiticner and not shifted to the 
specialist, 

“It isthe general practitioncr,’’ says Dr. 
Russell’s communication to his fellow doo- 
tors, ** who is first cousulted, advises and in 
most cases determines the course pursued 
by the patient. The disease is widespread,

Increasing Interest In Morgans. 
Judging from what we hear and read, it 
seems sure to us that the interest in the 
Morgan family of horses,-or those whose 
ancestors‘were vsembers'of that; family, is 
constantly inctkdsing. ‘The Morgans now 
appear to be: the*sabject *of-more talk and 
more inquiry than at any previous time 
during the past thirty years. This is espe- 
cially true of the Black Hawk branch of the 
family, and is probably due largely tu the 
fact that the Black Flawk eross is found in 
the pedigrees of so many of the noted per- 
formers, like Dan Patch (1.56), Dariel

(2.042), Deloree (2.094), etc. 

Several years ago there was considerable 
inquiry for the daughters of the inbred 
Black Hawk Ben Franklin (2.29) for brood 
mares. C.E. Dinehart, Esq., of Slayton, 
Minn., then bought two of them, and is 
probably well satisfied with their descend- 
ants, and as the years pass will, doubtless, 
be even better pleased with them than at 
present. 

We received a pleasant call a few days 
since from Mr. A. R. Tatam of Wilmington, 
Del., a subscriber of the Breeder, and found 
him a firm friend of the Morgans. Mr. 
Tatum bought two daughters of Ben Frank- 
lin (2.29) a few years ago for brood pur- 
poses. He has raised foals from them by 
stallions whose dam inherited the Black 
Hawk strain. If we understood him cor- 
rectly, he has fillies from them by Baronet 
(4) (2.114), whose sire is Baron Wilkes 
(2.18) and whose dam was by Daniel Lam- 
bert.

Noother son of Baron Wilkes 
is so strongly inbred to the Vermont Black 
Hawk strain as Rubinstein (2.05), whose 
dam, Ollitipa, was by Aristos (2.277); second 
dam, Brownie, by Daniel Lambert, and 
third dam, the great brood mare Jenny, by 
Bigelow’s Black Hawk, a son of Vermont 
Black Hawk. Aristos (2.27?) was by Daniel 
Lambert and from the noted brood mare 
Fanny Jackson, by Stonewall Jackson, a 
son of Williamson’s Black Hawk, by Ver- 
mont Black Hawk; daughters of Baronet 
(2.114), that are from mares by Ben Franklin 
(2.29), when mated with Rubinstein (2.05), 
will produce foals that will be very strongly 
inbred to the valuable Vermont Black 
Hawk strain. Should the produce of 
such union prove a filly, the Vermont 
Black Hawk infusion may be strengthened 
greatly by mating her when old enough, 
with Young Autograph, whose sire, Auto- 
graph (2.164 ), inherited one strain of that 
blood through his second dam, Young 
Flaxy, whose sire was Telegraph, a son of 
Vermont Black Hawk. The dam of Young 
Autograph, Daisy Jaquith, was a full sister 
of H. B. Winship (2.20t). Her sire was 
Aristos (2.272), and her dam was by Colonel 
Moulton (2.284), a son of Daniel Lambert. 
Colonel Moulton was a full brother of 
Brownie, the second dam of Rubinstein.
